The Premier, who 
was detained in the metropolis until a late hour, 
quitted Paddington at half-past ten o’clock, and 
travelled by Great Western train to AV iudsor, which 
he reached shortly before midnight. Mr. Gladstone 
walked from the station to the cloister entrance of 
the Deanery, the residence of the Hon. and Very 
Rey. Gerald and Mrs. Wellesley, whose guest he 
remained for the night. The Premier visited her 
Majesty, and dined at the castle on Sunday; and 
returned to London on Monday. 


VISIT OF THE QUEEN TO THE EX-

Her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Beatrice, 
on Tuesday proceeded by special train for Norbiton, 
via Datchet, Staines, and Twickenham J unction, for 
the purpose of paying a visit to the ex-Empress 
Eugénie at Coombe Cottage, Kingston-on-‘Thames.

Prince Charles returned 
on Monday to Sweden. 


THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 

The Prince of Wales will hold a Levëe, on behalf 
of the Queen, at St. James’s Paluce, next Monday 
afternoon. 

The Prince of Wales left Pesth on Monday morn- 
ing for Vienna, large crowds cheering him as his 
carriage passed through the streets to the railway 
station, where numerous members of the aristocracy 
had assembled to bid the Prince farewell. The 
Emperor called upon the Prince in the afternoon, 
but his Royal Highness had gone out for a drive, and 
afterwards visited the Emperor at Hofburg. The 
Prince on Tuesday left Vienna for Gmunden, to visit 
the Duke of Cumberland. 

The Princess of Wales has been presented with two 
shawls by the Associated Chambers of Agriculture, 
with a memorial urging her Royal Highness to adopt 
the use of fabrics of home-grewn wool, with a view 
of thereby assisting the depressed state of agri- 
culture, especially in Yorkshire. In reply, a letter 
has been received from Mr. Holzmann, the Princess's 
secretary, stating that she did not think the result; 
aimed at was to be brought about shupiy by heraeare 
ing articles of home-made manufacture und growth, 
for in recent years.she had used woollen fabrics more 
largely than formerly. She was inclined to believe 
that the present depression ‘proceeded from a variety 
of economic, commercial, and other circtunstances, 
many of them closely connected with the conflicting 
questions of free time and protection» —

LOSS OF THE DOTEREL. 

Orders have been given by the Lords of the 
Admiralty that the survivors of the Doterel, with the 
exception of Commander Evans, on arrival at Liver- 
pool, where they are expected on the 31st inst., shall 
proceed at once to the Duke of Wellington, flagship 
of Admiral A. P. Ryder, Commander-in-Chief at 
Portsmouth... Commander Evans will report himself 
at Whitehall, and, after his statement in reference 
to the disaster has been received, the arrangements 
for the court-martial, which will be held on board 
the Duke of Wellington, will be completed. 

MR. GLADSTONE IN PARLIAMENT. 

Mr. Gladstone, who was somewhat indisposed, and 
unable to remain in the House the whole of the 
evening, yet made a splendid speech on Monday. 
The Prime Minister took an early opportunity of 
replying to observations that had been made on the 
subject of unnecessary reserve on the part of the 
Government as to some points in the Land Bill. 
Referring to the frequent use of the words “ con- 
fiseation’’ and ‘ compensation’? in the course of 
the debate, the right hon. gentleman said the 
Government admitted no confiscation or approach 
to confiscation, and therefore they were not pre- 
pared to adnit any pleas for compensation. Mr. 
Gladstone dealt fully with the question of fair rent 
and the constitution of the proposed ,Court. He 
then told the House that if by any combination the 
Opposition were able to throw out the bill, upon the 
passing of which the existence of the present Govern- 
ment depended, the Opposition upon taking office 
would have to bring in, not a similar, but a larger 
bill. The Government, he said, would use every 
effort, first, to pass the bill; secondly, to pass it 
speedily ; and thirdly, to pass it inan effectual form. 
TË the bill should be altered in the way suggested by 
Lord Elcho the people of Ireland would rebel as one 
man. If they sent the bill up to the House of Lords 
with its general principles clearly defined, he was so 
confident of their general character and their real 
moderation that he felt convinced it would be 
accepted ; but if they altered its character the 
Lords would naturally say that they did not know 
their own minds, and would refuse to act. 

A deputation of operatives engaged in the sugar 
refining business waited on Mr. Gladstone on 
Monday, at his official residence, to represent the 
miserable condition to which they have been reduced 
by the action of the French sugar bounties, and to 
urge that some remedial measures should be adopted 
in the form of countervailing duties, or otherwise. 
They were, however, informed that the right hon. 
gentleman was too unwell to see them, and the 
interview was postponed for a day or two, when he 
anticipated being well enough to meet them. 

NORTHAMPTON AND THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

A meeting, presided over by the Mayor, was held 
at Northampton last Monday night to protest against 
the indignity put upon the constituency by the 
jlouse of Commons, and to urge upon Mr. Gladstone 
to take steps to allow Mr. Bradlaugh to take his seat 
without pia Resolutions were passed expressing 
unabated confidence in Mr. Bradlaugh and approval 
ot the steps he hadtaken, and calling upon other con- 
stitwencies to urge their members to support the 
Government. Mr. Bradlangh telegraphed his regret 
that he was delayed in the law court, and said with 
continued Pappori he must win. 

Mr. Labouchere intimated last Monday in the 
House of Commons that he would ask leave to 
introduce a bill to relieve Mr. Bradlaugh from certain 
penalties incurred by him in having voted in the 
House without having taken the oath. 

THE BOER AND BASUTO BOTHERS. 

The Royal Commissioners start on Saturday for 
the ‘Transvaal. The detachment of the 94th Regi- 
ment which is to garrison Potchefstroom will be 
accompanied on its way thither by three squadrons 
of cavalry. 

Major Buller and Mr. Joubert have gone to the 
north-west frontier, to order the Kafirs and Boers to 
desist from hostilities and to disperse at once. 

The Basuto war is now regarded as virtually at 
an end. Lethrodi and Joel Moloppa accept the 
Governor’s award. Masupa isconsulting his people, 
but there is little doubt that all the chiefs will follow 
ihe example set by Lethrodi. 


FRANCE AND TUNIS. 


The French Republic has assumed the Protectorate 
of Tunis,in the teeth of the remonstrances of the 
Ley and the Sultan. 

he operations against the Kroumirs are mean- 
while being actively prosecuted. : A. despatch from 
General Forgemol, dated Sunday night, says that 
two battalions of Rifles, while marching upon Ben 
Metir, found themselves opposed by a considerable 
force of natives, on whom they inflicted serious loss, 
themselves having eight men wounded. 

Signor Cairoli announced in the Roman Chamber 
last Saturday that he had tendered the resignation 
of the Ministry to the King. He explained that the 
situation created by the action of the French in Tunis 
was so grave that he and his colleagues desired to 
abstain trom vindicating their past policy oranswering 
auy interpellating on the question. His Majesty, after 
a short consideration, accepted the resignation of 
nn ag Cabinet. Subsequently the King sent 
for Signor Sella. 

Vice-Admiral La Roncière le Noury died at Paris 
on Saturday night. 


BISMARCK’S DESPOTISM. 


The German Parliament on Monday almost unani- 
mously rejected the Government bill for introducing 
the system of biennial budgets and quadrennial 
parliaments. Conservatives and Clericals joined with 
the Liberals against the Government.

i ARRESTS IN IRELAND. 

Seven more arrests under the Protection Act were 
made on Saturday—three in Kildare county, and 
four in county Kerry. In addition to Kilmainham, 
the gaols of Galway, Naas, and Limerick are now 
being used for the reception of persons arrested 
under the Act, the number of whom is now about a 
hundred. 

The adjourned inquest on the  gamekceper 
Connors, in the employment of Lord Dunsandle, 
who was shot dead from‘ béhind a wall as he was 
driving along the road at Killariff, near Loughrea, 
was held on Saturday, and resulted in a verdict of 
wilful murder against some persons unknown. Three 
persons have been arrested on suspicion. 


ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP LIVERPOOL POLICE 
BARRACKS. 

An outrage was perpetrated at Liverpool at 
a late hour last Monday night. A few minutes 
before midnight those residing in the neigh- 
bourhood of Dale-street were alarmed by a 
tremendous explosion. A most daring attempt 
had been made to blow up a portion of the 
head police-office of the city, situated in Dale-street 
and Hatton-garden. A quantity of » gunpowder, 
packed in what seems to have been iron gas-piping, 
was introduced into the passage of the section-house 
in Hatton-garden. It is supposed that a lighted 
fuse was connected with the powder, which in due 
course exploded, with results, happily, not,of an 
alarming character. 


FATAL FIRE AT NOTTING- 
HILL. 


A fire, which resulted in the loss of six lives, 
occurred last Monday at No. 422, Portobello-road, 
Notting-hill. A police-constable was the first 
to discover the outbreak, the time being officially 
reported as 12.30 a.m. He heard screams proceed- 
ing from the rear of the house, where he found a 
man and his wife and an infant standing on a small 
outbuilding appealing for help. They had escaped 
from the first floor, and, with the assistance of a 
bystander, they were brought safely to the ground. 
The fire brigade was immediately called out; and 
in the meantime a man named Nash and his wife, 
who kept a greengrocer’s shop on the ground floor 
and slept in the back parlour, had been assisted 
to escape from the burning building. The 
rapidity of the fire was surprising, as before the 
firemen dismounted every floor had been burned and 
had fallen in, and the roof with them. The painful 
intelligence soon spread that a whole family who 
occupied the top floor ‘nust have perished in the 
flames, and on a search being made after the fire was 
subdued the remains of six persons were found fear- 
fully charred. ‘The top floor was occupied by a Mrs. 
Elizabeth Jackson, widow, aged forty, who, together 
with her son, aged ten years, were two of the unfor- 
tunate victims. A sister of Mrs. Jackson’s, Mrs. 
Ann Bond, aged forty-five years, also lived in the 
place with her son, aged eighteen years, and both of 
them were burned to death. ‘The two other victims 
were a Mr. Church, aged fifty years, a relative, who 
was on a visit, and his little daughter, Louisa Church, 
aged ten years.

MADAGASCAR. 


ACGORDING to a letter from Réunion in the Paris 
Ordre, the crew of her Majesty’s ship Ruby have 
taken possession of a headland in Madagascar, south 
of the River Koupia, and opposite Mazanga. ‘They 
are said to have landed artillery, and to have boats 
on the River Chu, commanding the trade between 
Tamatave and Mazanga. 


THE NIGER EXPEDITION. 


Private information has come to hand at Liver- 
pool, received by cable from Madeira, vid France, 
announcing the safe arrival at Sierra Leone of the 
British Niger expedition under the direction of Dr. 
V. S. Gouldsbury, formerly Governor of British 
Gambia. 

Dr. Gouldsbury left Liverpool on Dec. 11 last on 
his expedition, his intention being to reach Sierra 
Leone, West Africa, from the River Gambia, vid 
Limbo and Port Lokko. He started from the River 
Gambia on Jan. 22 this year, and arrived at Sierra 
Leore, according to the cable message, on the 20th 
ult., having travelled across the couutry to the 
British settlement. It appears that much im- 
portance is attached to the practicability of reach- 
ing Sierra Leone ' by the route taken by Dr. 
Gouldsbury;. and now that the journey has been 
accomplished an attempt no doubt will be made to 
open up the. district to trade. Dr. Gouldsbury has, 
it appears, been well received by the chiefs and 
natives of the districts through which he travelled, 
and it was reported that he only lost two of his 
small band of followers during the march. 


THE ENGLISH CHANNEL 
TUNNEL. 


A visit of inspection was made last Saturday to the 
experimental borings between Folkestone and Dover 
for the projected tunnel under the English Channel. 
The special train arrived at the Abbot’s Cliff boring 
at 11.30, where the party were received by Colonel 
Beaumont, R.E., Captain English, R.E., and Mr 
Pigou, who are engaged in carrying out the works 
There are 
TWO BORINGS, 

one near the entrance of the Abbot’s Cliff Tunnel, 
and the other between the Abbot’s Cliff and Shaks- 
peare Cliff Tunnels. At the former place the face of 
the cliff is entered by a heading eight feet square, 
which extends for 200 yards. At this point a circular 
heading goes off at right angles in an easterly di- 
rection, descending at a gradient of 1 in 80 for 440 
yards. This heading is being driven at the average 
speed of ten yards in twenty-four hours by the 


BORING MACHINE, 


designed by Colonel Beaumont and Captain English. 
The boring head of this machine is furnished with 
steel cutters, which scrape away the whole surface 
of the chalk at the end of the heading, reducing it to 
chips, which the machine carries back through itself 
at intervals and depositsin a heap behind it. Thence 
the débris 1s loaded into trollies and removed to the 
mouth of the heading, where it is tipped on to the 
beach. ‘The 


DIAMETER OF THE BORING HEAD, 


and consequently of the heading,is 7 ft., and the 
speed of the advance or feeds of the machine can be 
varied as required, and in comparatively soft rock, 
such as thie grey chalk, is only limited by the rate at 
which the trollies can take away the débris. The 
machine is driven by a pair of powerful compressed 
air-engines mounted on the same framework with it, 
whilst the exhausted air from these serves to ventilate 
the heading. The compressed air, which furnishes 
the motive power, is supplied through pipes laid 
along the heading from. a.50-horse power steam- 
engine and set of air-compressing machinery erected 
outside, near the mouth of the heading, 


THE SECOND SHAFT, 


which is being sunk by Mr. Brady to the west of the 
Shakspeare Tunnel, and: a mile and a half east of 
Abbot’s Cliff-shaft, descends perpendicularly to the 
depth of 155 ft.—115 ft: below high-water mari, 
The bottom of the grey chalk has not yet been 
reached ; but it is supposed, from the blue colour of 
the chalk, to be not far distant. There is no water 
in it; in fact, water has to be supplied to free the 
augur from chalk.

THE BEY OF TUNIS 


may well be in the depths of despondency now. But 
he was a proud and happy ruler on the occasion 


depicted above. Sidi Mohamed-el-Sadok, born ' 


Oct. 3, 1813, was the son of Bey Sidi Absin; and 
succeeded his brother Mohammed as Bey of Tunis on 
Sept. 23, 1859. Our Illustration represents the Bey 
taking the oath to the Constitution in the Throne- 
room at Bardo; and this Engraving will afford some 
notion of the elegance and luxury which are to be 
observed in Tunisian Palaces. 

The family which now reigns—“ more or less ”— 
in Tunis descends from Ben Ali Tourki, a 
native of the Isle of Crete, who made him- 
self master of the country, and acknowledged the 
suzerainty of the rapacious sensualists whom Turkey 
has had the misfortune to recognise as Sultans. 
Hence they assumed the title of Bey, or Regent. 


Till 1871, the present Bey continued to pay tribute 
to Turkey; but was then absolved from doing so; and 
became virtually independent. The heir presumptive 
of the Bey is Sidi Ali, second surviving son of Bey 
Sidi Absin. The form of Government is a Despotism, 
tempered by a Ministerial Council to the Bey—which 
system of personal rule naturally gives the privileged 
few abundant opportunities for peculation, and 
subjects the many to crushing imposts and to sub- 
mission which is little better than slavery.

| HOW GENERAL BREARD CHECK- 
MATED THE BEY. 


We learn from the Special Correspondent of that 
enterprising Journal, the Daily News, that 

““The French managed their coup with perfect 
' address. Troops from Bizerta arrived at Souda, 
avoiding all the disturbed districts, as if determined 
to aid the Bey. They halted for two or three days 
at seventeen miles from Tunis, their ostensible 
object being to go to Souk el Arba by train to 
reinforce General Logerot. On Thursday morning, 
May 12, the Bey received a letter from M. 
Roustan, without the usual heading, ‘I am 


instructed by M. St. Hilaire,’ but simply stating that 
General Bréard requested an interview, with the 
ohject of obtaining a solution of the difficulties of the 
situation, and would be glad to bring his troops with 
him. Within an hour of this letter being received, 
and before it was answered, General Bréard, with 
some 2000 infantry, 400 cavalry, and twenty-one 
guns, had arrived close to the Bardo, having marched 
the seventeen miles. At four o’clock, the time 
appointed for the interview, General Bréard arrived 
at the palace with an escort of one hundred men of 
the lst Hussars and a staff of about sixteen persons. A 
few cavalry were on patrol duty, and also a picquet 
and videttes connecting the palace with the camp. 
The French terms were placed before the Bey to 
sign. Herefused. More and more urgent arguments 
were used to induce him. At seven he yielded, and 
became a vassal of France.” 

The Bey himself ‘ wired” this result to Said 
Pasha at Constantinople :— 

“A French General has come to my palace, 
accompanied by a body of cavalry, and has sub- 
mitted to me for signature a treaty recognising a 
French Protectorate in Tunis, at the same time

stating that he would not leave the palace without 
an answer, which he required within four hours. 
Seeing that I was under the pressure of superior 
force, an army being near my residence, I was 
obliged for honour’s sake, and in order to prevent 
bloodshed, to sign the treaty without examining or 
discussing it, but declaring that I was compelled to 
do so by force.” 


Nevertheless, on Sunday last, M. Roustan, the 
newly-appointed French Minister Resident in Tunis, 
accompanied by General Bréard, was received by the 
Bey; and his Highness conferred upon the French 
General the Grand Cordon of the Tunis Order. 


TERMS OF THE FRENCH 


PROTECTORATE. 

The conditions signed on May 12 by the Bey at his 
interview with General Bréard on behalf of the 
French Republic were:—First. Occupation and 
surveillance of the seacoast and any part of the 
frontier by the French. Second. Suppression of 
the Finance Commission, and substitution in its 
place of some plan agreed to by the French and 
Tunisian Governments. Third. All communications 
with foreign Governments to be conducted by the 
French authorities established at Tunis. Fourth. 
France to have a resident Minister at Tunis in com- 


munication with the local authorities. The com- 
mercial treaties are confirmed. No concessions are to 
be given without the permission of France. She is 
to protect the Bey against all foreign countries. An 
indemnity from the tribes is guaranteed by the Bey. 


The importation of arms is forbidden. 


THE FRENCH CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST THE KROUMIRS. 


The lively and outspoken Special of the Daily 
News wrote from Beja on May 8:— 

“The nut the French have given themselves to 
crack has a harder shell than they were aware of, 
The fight, as the French call it—the massacre of 
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unoffending people, as their enemies describe it—on 
the 30th, at Souk el Arba, has been the means 
ot materially increasing their difficulties. That 
Women were killed there seems to be no doubt. 
I have had an opportunity or seeing certain 
detailed statements made by different Sheiks 
and signed by them prior to being submitted 
to the English Consul, which make out a prima 
facie case against the French. I am, however, 
in no position to verify this report. The French are 
here to chastise the Kroumirs. The fight of the 
80th with the Sheikias took place miles away from 
the nearest Kroumir, the tribe Beni Mazen coming 
in between. 

“To give a geographical parallel. Suppose the 
men of the Eastern Counties marched to punish the 
the inhabitants living round lake Windermere, and 
that their first act was to exterminate a part of 
Lincolnshire, with whom they were not at war. You 
cau well understand how Yorkshire and what was 
left of Lincolnshire would feel driven to make 
common cause with Windermere, lest like measures 
should be dealt out to them. That is what is occur- 
ring here. General Logerot himself stated to Si Ali 
Bey that his army was going to Beja. The reason 
he has not done so is evident, Having stirred up the 
Sheikias at Souk el Arba, he was unable to continue 
his march and leave an enemy on his 
has been obliged to advance and drive his enemy 
before him. His present position is 400 men left at 
Souk el Arba. He himself has pushed on in a north- 
West direction, and may be said to be now getting 
into the mountainous country. On every side the 
French find hills facing them, and it is now that the 
interest of the campaign begins.” | 


THE FIGHTING QUALITIES oF 


THE KROUMIRS 
were disclosed to the Daily News Special by a Mr. 
Perkins, who said :— 


“That the French will meet with the utmost 
resistance, there is not the least doubt about. ‘The 
several border tribes muster from fifteen to twenty 
thousand fighting men, allin splendid condition—I 
had a good opportunity to inspect them during a 
sham fight that I attended—while the French troops 
are composed of young boys, unaccustomed to and 
apparently incapable of bearing the fatigues of a 
mountain warfare, the difficulties of which are 
increased by the impedimenta with which they must 
necessarily be encumbered in an enemy’s country. 
Compacts have been entered into between all the 
tribes to bury all past grievances, and to fight side 
by side against the common enemy. They have 
declared to me over and over again that 
‘they will fight to the last, and I fully believe it. 
.The French have to cope with many difficulties. 
‘The mountains are particularly steep, and the 
only passes are very narrow paths, in most places 
not more than two feet wide, and there is 
either a perpendicular drop on one side and a steep 
mountain wall on the other, or else the path is 
fringed by thorns and brushwood. ‘Che natives have 
very little dress about them when fighting, merely a 
Shirt, a woollen head-dress secured by a rope, and 
pieces of raw hide which just cover the soles of their 
Jeet, and are laced over the instep and round the 
ankle. From the top of the thigh downwards they 
are naked, and yet they go through the thorny brush- 
wood without taking the least notice of the scratches, 
Indeed, they laughed at the French soldiers, saying, 
‘With their heavy loads and roomy trousers they 
look like Jews.’ I must add that the Kroumirs are 
doggedly determined to resist the French; and they 
are fully alive to the natural strength of their 
position, of which theyintend taking every advanta, 
They do not require any encouragement in th 
attacks or their defence, being thoroughly without 
fear, and each man acquainted with the part he has 
to play. They are very good shots at big game, and 
appear only to fire under favourable circumstances.” 


GENERAL RITTER DOWN. 

Quite another tale is told by the French Cotre: 
spondents with the forces of La République Française, 
They make out, in their romantic way, that the 
French troops advance in an irresistible tide, which 
sweeps all the Kroumirs before it. The Zouaves and 
l'urcos are spoken of as climbing the mountains like 
cats, the Turcos uttering their famous war-cry of 
“Aou! Aou!"?’ which is too much liké “ Miaou! 
Miaou!” not to be nearer the sublime than the 
ridiculous. 


The rugged nature of the mountainous country 
the French are “negotiating” in their campaign 
may be realised from our front Illustration. The 
Engraving also represents a mishap incidental to 
warfare.

COMMANDER ROMILLY HIT BY 
A BOER EXPLOSIVE BULLET. 


Sub-Lieutenant Augustus L. Scott, attached to 
the Naval Brigade, referring to the use of “ explosive 
bullets” by the Boers, says :— 

‘The 2nd section of the company Naval Brigade 
was then sent to line the edge of the mountuin in 
rear. I went with this section. Shortly after part 
of the 58th Regiment were withdrawn from the left 
of the mountain, and replaced by portions of the lst 
and 2nd sections of Naval Brigade. Our men were 
lying down under good cover, firing seldom, as the 

Boers did not show in force on the left, and generally 
kept out of range. Lieutenant Trower was near me,

COMPELLING THE CLERKS TO WORK NIGHT AND 
DAY. 


This week the day staff had to work twenty-one 
hours out of the twenty-four, andit would be so next 
week. ‘Lelegrams were received during the meeting 
from 
EXETER, DUBLIN, LIVERPOOL, BRIGHTON, 

and other places, approving the renewal of the 
agitation, and expressing regret at the stereotyped 
character of the reply given by Mr. Fawcett, in 
answer to a question put in the House of Commons 
by Mr. Macliver. A member of the committee stated 
that by the simple refusal of the clerks to work over- 
time—a course which was perfectly legal—they 
would put a stop to a large proportion of the busi- 
ness of the country. The staff was working on the 
average 40 per cent of overtime, and to stop over: 
time would therefore at once extinguish 40 per cent 
of the telegraphié business transacted daily. ‘The 
female clerks in post-office savings banks formerly 
commenced at £40 a year, and they had agitated 
with the result that £60 was now the minimum, 
while the telegraphists were still at £70, and their 
claims were still only “under consideration.” The 
resolution was carried. Three clerks to represent the 
Central Clerks’ Association, and one to represent the 
metropolitan staff, were then elected as delegates to 
the Liverpool conference. 
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TELEGRAPH SLAVES AT WORK. 


Let us enter the Central Electric Telegraph 
Establishment of the Government at the corner of 
Newgate-street, facing the old General Post Office; 
and watch the Telegraph Slaves of the Government 
at work. It seems natural, in the first place, before 
we examine the instruments and their use, to look at 
the source of the electric fluid which constitutes their 
power. This is supplied by the 

GALVANIC APPARATUS IN THE BATTERY-ROOM, 


on the ground floor of the building. Here are many 
cupboards with shelves, upon which stand, rows of 
earthenware jars, called Daniell’s battery cells. 
Each contains aroll or hollow cylinder of copper, im- 
mersed in a solution of sulphate of copper, and an 
inner bath of sulphuric acid, with pieces of zinc or 
spelter. Several cells are usually joined to work to- 
gether, the number being greater or less, for the gene- 
ration of a more or less powerful current. This will 
depend on the distance to be traversed, the amount 
of work to be performed, and the season or the 
weather. Asmany as forty cells may be in jointuse 
for a Liverpool message, or sixty for one to Edin- 
burgh ; but there is more “‘leakage’’ at some times 
than at others. The square boxes or jars, which 
yield a larger amount of electric force than the 
round ones, are employed for the Wheatstone in- 
struments, as these convey many more words in @ 
minute. The wires used are copper, sheathed in 
gutta-percha. For the electric transmission of time 
signals, which require a very powerful single shock. 
not a long-continued stream of force, a special 
battery is used. 'This is Le Clanché battery, formed 
by placing rolls of carbon, instead of copper, with 
smaller fragments of carbon, between the solution of 
peroxide of manganese, in the inner cell, and that of 
chloride of ammonia, in the outer cell. 


WHITES SLAVERY IN THE INSTRUMENT GALLERIES. 


Let us go up stairs to the galleries. To outward 
appearance it was, at the time the drawings were 
made, a scene of cheerful industry, not the less 

leasing because the majority of the persons sitting 
Lise were young women, looking brisk and happy, 
not to say pretty, and certainly quite at home. 
Each had an instrument on the desk before her. 

The general operation of the electric telegraph has 
been greatly improved since its first invention, with 
regard to its action at the receiving end of the line. 
Instead of merely causing certain vibrations of an 
index hand upon a dial it impresses certain marks 

«upon a narrow slip or ribbon of paper which passes 
through the receiving instrument while the message 

is being delivered. These marks, in the Morse 
system, Which is the one most used, consist of a dash 
and a dot, or rather a very short dash, and nothing 
more. With four or five marks of those two kinds. 
in a variety of combinations, all the letters of the 
alphabet are distinctly represented. The first four 
letters, for example, are rendered as follow :—

The flow of electric force is necessarily interrupted, 
in the operation of the sending instrument, at every 
instant when the positive and negative currents in 
that instrument are parted, which is done by a simple 
mechanism obedient to the sender’s finger-touch. 
Its longer or shorter runs and breaks are necessarily 
recorded on the paper at the receiving end of the line. 
This record appears in the form, above shown, of 
extremely short lines, reckoned as dots, mixed with 
lines three times as long. 

(THE “SINGLE-NEEDLE” INSTRUMENT, 
shown in our Engraving, does not write the message 
by Morse’s dot-ard-dash alphabet on a paper ribbon; 
put it unfolds, by means of the deflection of its 
needle, from right to left and left to right, the 
messages as they are sent, letter by letter. Although 
there is no paper ribbon to record any marks, in the

THE MILLER OF THE DEE. 


All trades come to Islington in time. First, cattle 
and sheep breeders set the fashion of holding monster 
shows in the vast Agricultural Hall. The last 
exhibition therein has been a Miller’s Show. ‘The 
miller and his men rallied in large numbers in Isling- 
ton. ‘There were urgent reasons why the 10,000 
millers of the United Kingdom should have arranged 
to visit, if possible, this practical exposition of all 
the extraordinary innovations introduced into their 
trade, and why it would have been wise of them to 
enable their foremen operatives to study and compare 
the novel systems of grinding and treating wheat 
and .meal which have wrought wonders for Con- 
tinental and American millers, and are really of life- 
and-death interest to our millers at home. 

There were several distinct systems of milling— 
English, American, French, German, and Hun- 
garian—at work; from grinding by stones, or by 
rollers, or by a combination of both methods, to 
granulating by percussion. The most predominant 
feature was the display of roller mills of different 
kinds; including machines with pairs of rollers cor- 
rugated, fluted, serrated, or smooth, made of metal 


by ingenious devices in belting or gearing. Next in 
importance we may class the numerous inventions 
for purifying middlings, grading flour and other pro- 
ducts, and for performing other processes in the new 
order of manufacturing flour. And subsidiary to 
these came the large number of machines for clean- 
ing, dusting, and sorting grain. ‘The exhibiting 
firms were 108 in number. Their plant and apparatus 
were classified and allotted positions and space by a 
committee of twelve members of the Millers’ Asso- 
ciation, of which Mr. Alderman Hadley was presi- 
dent, with Mr. J. H. Chatterton as secretary. në

visited the Show had the Agricultural Hall executive 
displayed a little more activity in judiciously in- 
forming the Press of the Exhibition.

MR. BRADLAUGH AND THE 


OATH. 


In the Court of Queen’s Bench on Monday, before 
the Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Bowen, an 


application was made by Sir Hardinge Giffard for 


cave to sign judgment and issue execution against 

Mr. Charles Bradlaugh, M.P., for having sat and 
Voted in the House of Commons without having pre- 
viously taken the oath. 

Sir H. Giffard appeared for the nominal Prose- 
cutor, Henry Lewis Clarke; Mr. Bradlaugh con- 
ducted his own case. 

Mr. Bradlaugh said he should raise the pon that 
the writ was dated July 2, and though the writ on 
the face of it and being endorsed, was a perfectly 
good document, the statement of claim alleges the 
cause of action on July 11, and his contention would 
be that the writ dated back to the first moment on 
which that act was done. 

The Lord Chief Justice: There are no facts to raise 
the question of the fraction of a day. 

The Defendant: Oh, yes, there are, my Lord. The 
allegation is that I sat and voted on J uly 2, and the 
writ is dated on the same day, so the two things are 
concurrent. I hold that a man must not issue a writ 
till the day has expired on which his cause of action 
arises. “ Wright and Mills” and “the Queen and 
Edwards” are conclusive on that point. 

The Lord Chiet Justice referred to a case, Stweart 
and Layton (3rd Dowling), in which the date of the 
writ preceded the cause of action, and on an objection 
being taken, Lord Lyndhurst and Baron Parke held 
there was nothing in the objection. 

Mr. Bradlaugh said that case was in direct conflict 
with “ Alston v. Underhill,” which he quoted. 

Mr. Bradlaugh continued his argument in the 
Queen’s Bench Division on Tuesday. It was ulti- 
mately arranged that the writ should be amended, 
and the case stands over for a week, to give Mr. 
Bradlaugh time to traverse and demur. 


MURDER ON THE HIGH SEAS. 


Giovanni Angelo Cassano, a native of Spezzia, was 
brought up last Saturday before Mr. Starkie, R.M., 
at Queenstown, on a charge of murder on the high 
seas. From the evidence of Carlo Dapelo, mate and 
Part owner of the Italian barque Maritimo, it 
«ppeared that at midnight on the 12th inst., when 
about twelve miles off Cape Clear, he was relieving 
the captain, who was on watch. They both went 
into the cabin, which is on the deck, to consult the 
chart, when the prisoner, who was a passenger work- 


ing his way, darted out of his berth in the cabin and | 


attacked the mate and captain with a cutlass, He 
stabbed at both, saying ‘A little for each of you.” 
The mate, on finding himself wounded in the hand, 
rushed out of the cabin and warned the men that the 
Passenger was armed. ‘The sailors, arming them- 
selves with the c: pstan bar and the harpoon, pro- 
ceeded towards tlie cabin, and on their way found 
the dead body of the captain, who had been stabbed 
to the heart, stretched on the deck. 
The prisoner was at the cabin door with the cut- 
lass in his hand, and apparently ready for further 
attack. The mate at this time thought the boatswain 
and pilot, both of whom he had left in the cabin, 
were also dead. He called upon Cassano to throw 
down his sword, as the man at the wheel had run 
away from his post and the ship was going astray. 
Cassano refused, but at this moment the boatswain 
Seized him from behind, and the sailors closed upon 
tim. One of them had to stab the prisoner several 
times in the hand holding the weapon before he re- 
linquished his hold. He was then manacled. 
Itwasfound thatthe captain had been stabbed in two 
Places, over the heart and in the right side, and that 
the pilot, who was laying in the cabin, was wounded 
in the thigh by stabs from the prisoner. ‘The boat- 
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swain said he saw the prisoner stab the captain, who 
rushed out on deck. ‘The prisoner then made several 
thrusts at witness, who saved himself by holding his 
blanket in front of him. It was stated that no pro- 
vocation whatever had been given for this extraordi- 
nary attack, but it transpired that the prisoner had 
frequently made imaginary charges against the crew, 
to the effect that they were going to do him violence. 
The prisoner was sent to London for extradition, the 
crime having taken place outside the jurisdiction of 
the English Courts. 


MURDER AT ELTHAM. 


A man named John Hurst is in custody of the 
police at Eltham on a charge of murdering his wife 
on Saturday evening. ‘The man, who belongs to the 
“ navvy ” class, has been working at Chiselhurst, and 
was met there on Saturday afternoon by his wife, 
who walked with him to Pope-street, Eltham, where 
they had resided. They appear to have quarrelled 
on the way, and witnesses assert that the poor woman 
ran across a piece of waste land by the roadside to 
escape from her husband”s violence, and that he pur- 
sued her, knocked her down, and kicked her with his 
heavy boots upon the head. She did not speak after- 
wards, and Dr. Ford, who was called, expressed an 
opinion that she must have been almost instantly 
killed. Patrol Sergeant Wade, who passed on horse- 
back arrested the prisoner, who was on Monday 
charged at Woolwich Police Court.

DISCOVERY OF A HITTITE — 
CITY. 


Mr. James Glaisher writes from the office of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund:— I shall be much 
obliged if you will allow me space to announce 
through your columns a discovery of very great in- 
terest. A great battle, figured in Sir G. Wilkin- 
son’s ‘Ancient Egyptians,’ was fought between 
Rameses II. and the Hittites near their sacred city 
of Kadesh, which is shown as a city with a double 
moat, crossed by bridges beside a broad stream run- 
ning into a lake. The lake has been generally iden- 
tified with the Baheiret Homs, through which the 
Orontes passes south of, Homs; but the site of the 
city, as important in Hittite records as the northern 
capital of Carchemish, remained to be discovered. 

“Me now learn from a despatch received from 
Lieutenant Conder, the officer in charge of our 
nër expedition, that he has identified the lost site 
with the ruins known as the Tell Neby Mendeh. 
‘They lie on the left bank of the Orontes, four 
English miles south of the lake, The modern 
name belongs to a sacred shrine on the highest 
part of the hill on which the ruins lie, and the 
name of Kadesh still survives, so that here is another 
instance of the vitality of the old names which linger 
in the minds of the people long after they have for- 
gotten the Roman, Greek, or Crusaders’ names. Not 
only the name is preserved, but the ancient moat of 
the city itself. Lieutenant Conder writes :— Look- 
ing down from the summit of the Tell we appeared 
to see the very double moat of the Egyptian picture, 
for while the stream of the Orontes is dammed up so 
as to form a small lake fifty yards across on the 
south-east of the site, a fresh brook flows in the west 
and north to join the river, and an outer line of moat 
is formed by earthen banks, which flank a sort of 
aqueduct parallel with the main stream.’ Lieu- 
tenant Conder gives a full account of the ruins, the 
position of the place and the disposition of the 
Egyptian forces before the battle. The rest of his 
despatch is oceupied with an account of observations, 
discoveries of inscriptions, Kc., made at Tripoli, 
Baalbac, Kulat et Hosn, and‘other places.” 


WINDSOR OR HYDE PARK. 


From present appearances the proposed Royal 
Volunteer Review at Windsor will not be the national 
display which has been anticipated.

THE week’s swimming-race (of twelve hours per diem) for 
£100, between Captain Webb and George Fearn, was con- 
cluded, in the second-class Lambeth Swimming Bath, last 
Saturday night.
